The construction of the Climax is similar to 
the Lumberman, the only difference being the 
introduction of a cleaner-tooth between every 
two sections of the Lumberman-tooth, which in 
some parts of the country is deemed to be an 
advantage. 

It will be observed that the spaces between 
the points are exactly alike (a principle which 
we have endeavored to preserve in the manu- 
facture of all our Saws), because it makes the 
cut clean and even, leaving ample room for dust. 
This Saw can also be easily kept in perfect 
order, and the tooth will retain its original 
shape by the proper use of the file, as directed 
in the article on the Lumberman. A Gauge for 
reducing the length of cleaner-teeth will accom- 
pany each Saw. 

The Nonpareil, of which the accompanying 
cut is a representation, is composed of sections 
of four cutting-teeth, each section intersected 
by a cleaner-tooth. It will be observed that the 
cavities on each side of the cleaner-teeth are 
much larger and deeper than those of the cut- 
ting-teeth, serving as a receptacle or chamber 
for dust, and effectually freeing the Saw during 
the operation of cutting. The cleaner-teeth 
should always be kept shorter or lower than the 
cutting-tooth.

3d. Don’t allow the stone to get out of order, but keep it per- 
fectly round by the use of a piece of gas pipe or a locker, or use a 
pair of the double-hung stones, which keep each other in order. 

4th. Clear off all greasy tools before sharpening, as grease or 
oil destroys the grit. 

5th. When you get a stone to suit your purpose, send a sample 
of the grit to select another by ; a half-ounce sample is enough.
